Four years almost to 
the day of Dalglish’s 
arrival, the Kop is suf- 
fering again with news 
that Ray Clemence wan- 
ts to extend his 
goalkeeping career with 
another club. 

How can the best 
goalkeeper in Britain 
defect to another club? 
He surely cannot want to. 
leave the most suc- 
cessful British club in 
the game's history? The 
questions roll steadily 
from anxious tongues in 
the North-Western city. 

The fans find it dif- 
ficult to grasp that 
yesterday's heroes are 
expendable, even at 
Liverpool, But the truth 
is that Bob Paisley's 
almost ruthless 
professionalism dictates 
that the Liverpool 
“machine” must be kept 
in spanking good order 
before it shows any wear 
and tear. 

There is no room for 
sentiment. Nobody is

Liverpool had no

Alan Kennedy, Neal's 
fullback partner, nearly 
drowned in champagne 
after his stinging left 
foot rocket clinched vic- 
tory over Real Madrid in 
Paris. The goal compen- 
sated handsomely for a 
largely mediocre perfor- 
mance from the former 
Newcastle United left 
back before his 82nd 
minute thunderbolt. 

Kennedy's con- 
tribution in Paris does 
nothing to disguise the 
fact that the 26-year-old 
has probably played 
more games for Liver- 
Pool than he is likely to 
play in the future. 

Nobody is suggesting 
that Liverpool are con- 
templating a wholesale 
clear-out at Anfield, but 
history shows that a 
studied break-up of the 
European Cup winning 
team is inevitable, in line 
with the club's hard but 
fair team building 
policies run over the past 
20 years. 

Ray Kennedy, the 
player Bob Paisley con- 
verted from a Land Rover 
to a Rolls-Royce, Jimmy

substitute, David Fair- 


clough, a striker who has. 
never quite fulfilled his

powerful display in Paris, 
are other players likely to 
be seeking employment 
with new clubs in the 
next two years. 

Only Phil Thompson, 
Alan Hansen, Kenny 
Dalglish, Sammy Lee, 
Graeme Souness and 
Terry McDermott, ser- 
ving the first of a two- 
year contract, appear to 
be holding safe seats in 
the Liverpool 4 con- 
stituency, although the 
arrival of Craig Johnston 
from Middlesbrough is 
likely to give Ray Ken- 
nedy and McDermott 
some anxious moments 
next term.

“Liverpool,”” says 
Gordon Milne, Coventry 
City's general manager 


and former Liverpool 
half-back, “is a great 
club and it treats its 


players well while they're 
at the club. But it doesn’t 
create a surplus of 
players. It uses 
everything it has to the 
limit and, frankly, | would 
think very carefully 
about signing a player 
who had been at Anfield 
for any length of time. 

“The point is that 
Liverpool is geared for 
‘only one thing, It is suc- 
cess. If you take away 
success the whole thing 
collapses. Which is why 
they are so hard on a 
player who is having a 
thin time. 

“At some clubs a 
player is nursed through 
a dodgy time, but you 
don't get that an Anfield. 
A struggling player is 
endangering the whole 
script. So he has to make 
way. There are always 
the resources available 
to make this feasible.” 


Jordan goes 
to Milan 
for peanuts 


Manchester —_ United 
and Scotland striker Joe 
Jordan has agreed terms 
with A.C. Milan and flew 
to Italy last week to sign 
for them. 

He broke the news to 
United’s new manager 
Ron Atkinson in a 
telephone call from 
Manchester Airport just 
before he flew out. 

Sait Atkinson: “It is a 
blow because | had been 
hoping to persuade Joe 
to stay here. | rate him 
very highly, but when 
Continental clubs come 
into the picture you are 
on a loser. You can't 
compete with the sort of 
wages structure they can 
afford.” 

Jordan's contract with 
United ended recently 
and he became a free 
agent, entitled to talk 
terms with any club in- 


terested in him. 

A number of English 
clubs were hopeful of 
recruiting the 29-year-old 
international but they, 
like United, were unable 
to offer the right terms. 

Jordan, who has 
played more than 40 
times for Scotland, is in 
the one million pounds 
($1.84 million) bracket 
but the Manchester club 
will get far less for him 
now that he has gone 
abroad. 


“The regulations 
governing players going 
to the Continent mean 
we are unlikely to get 
what he is really worth,” 
said Atkinson. 

“We won't know exac- 
tly how much A.C. Milan 
will have to pay us until 
later but it is all worked 
out in the regulations.”

Staying power and a 
strong finish are the basic 
requirements if you want 
to win a championship. 


Quite often, in 
previous PSL seasons, 
leading contenders 


folded up towards the 
end. 

On an average, a team 
needs 14 points from its 
last 10 games to win the 
title. 

Teams which finished 
in the top four in the 
1977-80 seasons 
averaged 13.50 points in 
their last 10 matches. 

Easily the most im- 
pressive finishers have 
been Sydney City. 

They never got less 
than 1.3 points per mat- 
chin their last 10 games. 

All the other 1981 title 
aspirants are _ highly 
suspect as for their 
staying power, all having 
had bad collapses 
towards the end. 

Perhaps the worst 
record belongs to Can- 
berra who, for some 
mysterious reason (ac- 
cumulated effects of 
travel?) invariably fare 
badly at the end; not on- 
ce have they averaged 
even a point a match in 
their last 10 games. 

Another pointer 
towards Sydney City's 
ultimate success is the 
squad's great depth: one 
or two injuries, even to 
key players, seems to 
make little'difference. 


The team and the club 
are stable, with good 
planning, very solid 
financial support and 
strong staff.

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In the present gloom enveloping our soccer, 
friends, fans and toes frequently ask the same 
question: why doesn’t the Press demand a big 
shake-up of our top administration? 

Well, it does. | cannot recall another period in 
our history, withthe exception of the unstable 
Association rule which lasted until 1956, when so 
many demands would have been made so openly. 

Infact, never before have such a large slice of 
the Press directly or indirectly called upon the 
president to resign and take his lame-duck 
executive with him. 

But, of course, he does because he 
doesn't have to, Popular opinion — which is very 
sharply set against the current ASF top brass — 
carries little welght in sport. 

if the Press takes sides in a parliamentary elec- 
tion, State or Federal, it can usually influence the 
outcome. 

Parliaments are elected by popular ballot: the 
will of the people, they say. 

But sporting administrations, including soc- 
cer's, aren't. 

The ASF, strictly speaking, is not a democratic 
organisation at all, only vaguely connected to 
grassroots and certainly not answerable directly 
to the public. 

The Press can demand the resignation of the 
ASF executive including Sir Arthur George — but 
it cannot force him to go. 


* *, * 
What people — including some pressmen — 
forget is the old dictum: every country has the 


government it deserves, 

So this is the one we deserve. 

If we cannot find better type administrators at 
tower levels, nobody should be surprised to see an 
erratic, self preserving, often geriatric leadership 
at the top. 

Itall starts with the clubs, carries through to the 
States and then the ASF. 

There is no direct electior to the ASF: its 
executive members are from the State delegates. 

If the State Federations cannot send in first rate 
delegates, they cannot expect miracles from their 
representatives. 

The secret lies in the States where, without ex- 
ception (correct me if | am wrong) anybody can 
stand for election. 

It's at that level where soccer should finda 
more talented, more capable and energetic group 
of administrators. 

So it all comes back to the clubs. They do have 
the power to change the ASF hierarchy by finding 
the right men to represent their States who, in 
turn, go into the ASF. 

If the clubs can't or won't do this, they have only 
themselves to blame. 
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Predictably, Tommy Docherty has made his 
“revelations” about Aussie soccer on the pages of 
a London Sunday newspaper. 

If the quotes were correct, Docherty has further 
sharpened his considerable Tartan wit at our ex- 
pense, depicting the game here as the aberration 
of some newly-rich cretins in hicktown. 

Like all caricatures, his picture had an element 
of truth in it. 

To visiting soccer “celebrities,” we are not 
exotic, merely provincial. 

They come out here “excited about our 
prospects,” lavish praise on our “potential,” talk 
about Aussie soccer being on the “'threshold of 
world recognition,” receive exaggerated fees and 
homage, hog our newspaper columns and TV 
Screens — then return “home” and hit us for six. 

It must be irresistibly comical for these over- 
seas stars to see our feeble attempts and 
“stadiums,” to meet our brilliant administrators 
and watch in action the class of players — many 
of them expatriates trom their own home country 
— they had never seen back home. 


* * * 


The reality is usually as we are seen by others, 
not by ourselves. 

For too long now we have been trying to believe 
that soccer is going somewhere in this country, 
that we areabout to “make it.” 

Some 15 years ago, in moments of undue optim- 
ism, we claimed that we were moving up from 
the bottom of the world’s rock bottom where only 
perhaps New Zealand was lagging behind us. 

But what can we claim now? 


Certainly not popular support for the game. 

The boom years of the early 1960s will not 
return — unless through some miracle we will 
have a few teams like Cosmos playing in the 
superb Giants Stadium in New Jersey. 

But that would take some doing. 

Can you imagine now a Grand Final between 
Sydney City (Hakoah) and St.George (Budapest) 
drawing 26,770-spectators? They did in 1962. 


Or can you visualise APIA (now Leichhardt) at- 
tracting a total of 164,000 fans to their 22 com- 
petition games, for an average of 7,454 per match? 
They did that in 1963. 

Now how about 13 NSW First Division games in 
one season getting crowds of 10,000 or more and 
another 17 drawing between 6,000 and 10,000 in 
the same season? That was in 1962, also. 

We've come a long way in 20 years... 

Of course, it's not only soccer that’s been 
losing crowds: the same goes for many other 
sports, too. 

And this might have happened anyway regar- 
dless of who was the boss of NSW or the ASF, 
because of our changing society and its enter- 
tainment needs. 

One really wonders how long we could keep a 
semi-professional set-up going without the ex- 
tremely heavy financial contribution of social 
clubs and sponsorships. 

It's almost a paradox but it's also true: the more 
our crowds shrink and the poorer our standards 
become, the more cash is flooding into the game. 
* * * 


But for how long? And is that the solution: to 
play in near-empty stadiums, with rented card- 
board cut-out figures on the stands? 

Our clubs and federations had better start 
thinking about a new direction for the game. 

This is, basically, not a marketing but 
organisational problem. 

Soccer's structure in Australia is archaic and 
primitive; its fate is in the hands of a few in- 
dividuals who probably devote no more than three 
minutes a day to their “hobby.” 

The solution —as | said at the beginning — is 
with the clubs who, on the whole, are blissfully 
unaware of their own power. 

If they tolerate the situation — indeed, con- 
tribute to it by having weak or mediocre leader- 
ships — the game's stagnation will continue, 
whether Arthur George resigns or not. 

It’s up to the clubs — manly in the PSL = to 
create such pressures if they want reforms.
